N enquiry, in the Jaft number of 

the Monthly Magazive, concerning 

Italian Compotitions peremptorily afcribed 

to Poggio Bracciolini, has confiterably 

excited the curiolity of fome of your 

readers. 

Mr. Shepherd's Life of that eminent af- 
fitant in the revival of claflical literature, 
I have not yet had opportunity to read. 

The Facetia, the Dialogi, the Lauda- 
tiones Funebres, the Sermoues Conviviales, 
the Declamationes Inveftive, Oc. the Hif- 
toria Florcntina, and certain Epylole, all 
in Lotin, ave the only original writings of 
Poggio, which I knew ‘o exill in print. 
He allo tianflated © fice bucks of Diedurus 
Siculus,” and ** Nenophon's Hiflery of the 
Education of Cyrus,”* trom the Greek into 
Latin. he tranilations have been by 
fuine Engiith Philologitts, aferibed to 
William Fiea, Bithop ot Bath. But, 
Italian Critics have fince proved, that 
Peggio was ul doubtedly the traniflator. 

Jacopo and Giam: hattifia, two of the fors 
of Poggio, were fufhciently zealous to do 
honow to then father’s memory. Jacopo 
tra fiated his Hivory of Florence from ine 
Latin in'o the Tufcan dak&. Yer, nei- 
ther of thete pericns mace pudlic any Vr- 
macular works by their father, nor inti- 
mated that there were any tuch in exitt- 
ence, Which the puodlic could bave a cu- 
richity to peruie. 

Yobn Gerard Vefius has given an e’a- 
borate critical account of Poggio, in his 
very learned work De Hsjloricts Latints. 
Bur, he does not there fpe2k of any re- 
mains of Poggio in the Italian lan uage. 

Vhe learned L’Exfant, in his “ Hif- 
tory of the Council of Conitance,”’ and 
atterwards in the Poegiana, took much 
curteus pains to illuttrate Pogeio’s lite 
and literary merits. But, neither has he 
made any dilcoverics retpecting Italian 
compotitions bv this auther. As litle 
mention of tuch compofiions is there 
made by Sallenger, in what he fays of 
Pogcio, in his Memeires Litteraires. 

Jobn Baptijia Recanati,a n-ble Veue- 
tien, and a nicm 
Fioience, publuthed, in the year 1735, an

Inthe roth, the sith, the sth, the 
22d, the 23¢, and the 32d volumes of the 
Giornale de Letieratit D'IJtalia, are fever:\ 
hints and critical relearches concerning 
the writings of Pog gio,—but, no inform 
ation of the preient exiitence of any It:- 
lian wr tings by him, eitser in print or in 
mMaiulciipt. 

Bayle gives no information cf the ex. 
ifence of any fuch writings. 

An elegant and curious edition of the 
Facetie was publifhed, with a thort Lit: 
of the autnor, at London, in 1798. Its 
editor jays Nothing of any Italian pieces 
ot Poggio. 

I fhould, therefore, fuppofe the opirion 
of the exiitence of fuch pieces, to be 
miltake, into which the Edisburgh crt 
has unluckily tallen.*

degree. 

Phe cireumftences which have variouly 
affected the ditterent counties throughout 
the century, may prevent the tollowing 
Table from being accurate. The mode 
of conftructing it, fuppotes that the births 
throughout the Jai century have borne 
the fame proportion to the exifting popu- 
Jation, as inthe five years preceding 18018 ; 
and therefore the populariun of 1700 in 
this Table, is perhaps fomewhat tou low 
in the counties which have molt rapidly 
incieated in the lait halt of the century ;

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them with fuccefs. Several of the moft in- 
genious have been fince projected and exe- 
cuted, and many which he propofed have 
been found to be impraéticable and ufe- 
lefs. In the age in which nature placed 
him, and in the elevation which he reached 
by his own genius in the midit of the 
fciences, his thoughts were oftentimes 
more properly conjectures than weil- 
grounded obfervations. But there is a 
fact which I mutt mention, not only be- 
caufe it forms the fimett foundation for 
Bacon's glory, but likewife becaule it 
will naturaliy furnifh you with a more 
juft and extenfive idea of the great 
though net undilputed utility of the ana- 
Vy fis of the human underttanding. 

The three noblett difcoveries of Newton, 
and perhaps the noblett that have been 
made in any age, are the fyftem of at- 
traction, the explanation of the tide, and 
the difcovery ot the theory of colours by 
the analyfis of light. But Newton in 
demonttrating there three great laws of 
Mature only reduced to experiment and 
calculation three general obfervations 
of Bacon. I call them oblervations and 
not conjctures ; tor he alludes to thefe 
fevcral times in his different works, they 
bear the marks of his method of conti- 
cering the phenomena of nature, and he 
has himlelf pointed out experiments which 
bear a ftrone relemblance to thofe which 
have been tince made. The glory of 
thele importont dilcoveries ougtt there- 
fore to be fhared between Newton and 
Bicon, and between the analyfis of the 
underitanding, and the {cience of geome- 
try ; for the analyfis of the underitard- 
ing was the inflrument of Bacon, in the 
fame manner as seometry was the initra- 
ment ot Newton. Natural philofephy 
and metaphytics, the extent of which is 
immenfe, were not futhcient to engrcfs 
the comprehentive genius cf Bacon. “We 
may obterve in general, that in Europe 
the cultivation of ancient literature has re- 
tarded the progre!s of philofophy; and 
philofophy, which has not been always in 
the right, has affected a great difdain 
for that department of knowlkdee. But 
Bacon, being placed at an equai diflance 
between the cultivators of claffical know- 
le'oe and the philofophers, has this dil 
tinguifhing mark amone all writers, that 
he is at the fame time, the perfon who 
has opened the avenues of fcience, and 
the m ft boundlefs views of improvement 
for future ages, and who likewife poi- 
fciled in the higheft decree whatever was 
t eat nd beautiful in the writings and in- 
ventions of former times, The mo 
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king eet oii iat

expreflions, and mult ingenious fentin- 
were conitantly piefent to the Pein 
Bacon ; and his genius Iniproved a na 
bellithed thefe ft:ll more by intraducin.s 
them in his works.

JL member of the Haniiatic Conte ¢. 
racy, fo celebrated in the annals of Fp- 
rope from the 13th to the clote of the 1 
century, is ttill one of the firt cities 
Germany in wealth and popuiation, ax!

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H flory, prefixing to it various diflerta- 
tions. lie might be faid to have potletied 
a head brim-full of Iterature, had he not 
flili found room in it for a world of reve- 
rics. Belsnversand unbelievers, however, 
2cree, that, smidit all bis reveries, he was 
aman of integrity. ; 

Whitt'n was a Diffentient, and not 
contented with filent imquiry or fecret 
Conviction: be was a divine; it was his 
office, (fo he thought,) to lift up his voice 
like a trumpet, to inftruct and reiorm 
the worll. He pr ceeded, therefore, to 
open avowal, to publicchallenge, and to 
vnreferved oppotition. The Trinity in 
Unity, the Divinity o! Chrilt, the Perfon- 
ality of the Holy Spirit, Original Sin, 
abfolute Predettination, Intant Baptitm, 
the Liturgical Dexologies, and Subicrip. 
tions to the preient Articles, were all fe- 
ticufly oppofed by Whitton: he was adil- 
fentient beth fiom the doétrine and ditci- 
pline of the church. 

The deétrine about which he was moft 
firenuous was Ariani{m: his grounds for 
embracing which he {tates at large in his 
letter to the Earl of Nottingham. His 
leading points are thefe: “ That the tef- 
timonics for this fort of Eternity, which 
alone we find even till a good while after the 
council ot Nice ifeif, ave a demonfiration, 
that the real Co-eternity of the Son with the 
Father, or his proper Eternal Generation, 
was then utterly unknown among Chrif 
tians. Nor dees even this metaphyfical, 
this virtual. or potential, or internai Eter- 
nity of the Sin, ever appear in the facred 
writings ; inthe ancient Creeds or Litur- 
gies, or in any of the Apottolical Fathers ; 
whereby, “tis plain. that it is no part of 
the focred, the apoitolical or the Chrifian 
dotuine.”” The Co-cquality and Co. 
excrmty of the Holy Spint be oppofed on 
a fimilar ground. 

Thete doctrines, fo fundamentally af- 
fecting the interelts of the church, and 
fome of them entorced inthe heart ef the 
Umiverfi'y, roufed the indignation ot the 
clergy. In Oct. 1710, be was deprived 
cf ius protelfirfhip; and, after being 
c nveved snd quettioned, was tormally 
expelied trom he Univerfity. In the year 
5739, the Lucshan proteffitthip being va. 
cated by the desth of Dr. Saunderion, he 
made applicrtion to be reinitated, but 
without «tht.

XCVHI—DR. BENTLEY. 

Rich. Bentley, the great critic, was firt 
ftudent of St. John’s,and afterwards went to 
Trinity, of which fociety he was appointed 
matter in tz00. In this office he carn! 
towards feveral perfons fo lofty and p.- 
remptory a demeanor, particularly to- 
wards jome non-juring-members of thst 
focie'y, that his behaviour railed him 
many enemies, and they maniteited a 
willingnefs to give the doctor 2 Rowlnd 
for his Oliver, when opportunity offerc:. 
‘Twice more particuiarly, did this learned 
man receive fume very rough complimnen’s, 
and in a very public manner, trom bis 
brother Caniabs. 

One violent contet he had with the 
fellows cf hisown college, which was carne 
on with fome violence for above 20 yess 
but a more violent one ftill, with the unr 
verfity. The cafe, indeed, belongs mer 
properly to this part of our Cantar’ 
ana. We fhall, however, juit fare st. 

While De. Bentley was regius provefl J 
of divinity, Conyers Middleton, who was 
alfo cf Trinity college, and fome — 
gentlemen, tcok their doctor's cegree 7 
roya. mandate. The doctor, 19" <4 
ficial capacny, demanded, and obta _ 
a fee of four guineas, beyond ae 
authorized gither by ftatute of by ancie® 
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tom, He was,in confequence, aceukd 
crextortion, and Middleton arreited for 
eedebt. When one of the beadles ferved 
him with the writ, Bentley in a tone 
oft te “that he fhould not 
b fe down by what the Vice Chancel- 
rad two or three of his trends deter- 
mine ed cver a bottle.” 

This £1 ech, t though fpok en of the Vice 
Chance'ly only in his individual capa- 

vy, being cor sfrued into a contempt of 
his public authority, and Rentley’s dif 
obedience to the fumimons to appear in 
hi court, occafioned a fenterce of contu- 
muy to be pronounce ‘ed againit him: he 
wis accordingly deprive ed of his degrees. 
but, whatever micht be urged againtt bis 
eneral demeanor, it was pretty generally 

weritood, that malice, rather than jui- 
tice, directed thefe proceedings ; for the 
two 1“ divinity- protellors, ose of whom 
wos th e Vice-chance! ior, had made and 
rece ed, this extrardinary yee; and not

fotiened down his iontiments, and the Un 
verlity was fatistied, t> > far however, wala . 
as to allow the learned Doctor to enjoy his 
academical honours ; tor the public orator, 
Dr. Williums, was for keeping alive the 
difcuffion, and maintained in pri 'y that 
Dr. Middleton cught to have been banith- 
ed trom the Univerfity, ay : Ay book to 
have been burnt by the haneman.

Dr. Long, formerly matter of Pembroke 
Hall, is celebrated for his Trentite on Af. 
tronomy, and his invention of'a large tin 
fplere, placed in his own college, to thew 
the places, appearances, and motions of 
the heavenly bodies. He was a Diffentient 
againft the Uniserfity, on a particular 
occafion, of the humonous kind. The 
Jadies of Cambridge, it feems, had been 
permitted, time immemorial, to fit in the 
gallery at the commencement. ‘The 
Vice chancetlor, however, and heads hay- 
inz crdered that the fair-ones fhould no 
longer occupy thit high fituation, and 
having appointed them their places in the 
aifles below ; a little bwiile was excited a- 
mong the Cambridge ladies, and a fub- 
ject tor a few jokes was afforded the mem- 
bers ot (Le Univerity.

Believers, as well a3 unbelievers, 
agree in accufiag Dr. Clarke, dina, 
tion & de deffervir la caufe, en emplejars 
une methode inu/itée, rejettée, © peu pr ir 
a rien prouver. Thele are the words o: 
the celebrat-d Mirabeau ja his Syideme de 
la Naiure, who has given a critical and

Inthe year 1777, Law publithed Locke’ 
Works in four volumes. From th 
great man's writings he imbibed a fronz 
tincture of herefy, political, metaphyi.c, 
and theological; previoutly to which, hb 
had been engaged in a correfpondence wits 
Archdeacon Blackburne, the acute autho 
of the Confetlional,the Subject being agant

Dr. Kecne’s fon-in jaw. 
yppoinced public h:brarian of theUnivertity, 
and in 1764 catuiftical profefior, Thro’ 
che unrereit of the Duke of Newcaitle, he 
ootaincd a ftailin the church of Durham, 
od though the Duke ot Gratton, chan- 
eiior of the Univertity, the Bishopric of 
Caruie. Thete and feveral other pieces 
ot preerment were held by the Bithop ; 
fo that he may be taid to have poflefled as 
many eccletiaitical and academical bene- 
fices, as he protefled heretical fentiments, 

Many of the clergy ot Cambridge 
thought, and, it fhoula feen, reafonably 
enough, that one, binding himlelf io litele 
tothe orthodox faith, fhould have heaped 
cn him fo many dittinctions and places ; 
while his triends fuggefted, that a perfon 
lo eeply engaged in tpeculations, fo peace- 
aie in his temper, and ito benignant in 
Nis diipoution, tree, indeed, himnielf, but 
cardia to cthers, could not be too well 
provided tor. As to the Bishop himéelf, it 
8 tad, “that there was nothing in his 
flevation to a bithopric, of which he 
‘poke with greater plealure than its being 
4 proof, that decent freedom of inquiry 
Was not ditcouvaged.”’* In favour of his 
berality of feniment, being a zealous 
ciciple ot Locke's, he would, doubdtie:s 
plead the right ot private judgment} and, 
iN Vandicatien of his retaining 10 com- 
t itaole 4 portion of the Church's revenues, 
he might plead, perhaps, eleven folid ar- 


guncents—ne had eleven children. E.R. 
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foreign affairs, may be relied on asa fact.

experience. “The United States were dete 
tined by the Direélory tor puoder, and 
Talleyrand was cholen to be their intiru. 
ment. He foon fhowed huntelt worthy 
of the employ ; and the Americans began 
to receive marks of bis gratitude tor the 
afylun they had atlorced him, in re. 
peated infults offered to their government 
at home by the French minitters, and con. 
tinued depredaitons on their commerce 
abroad by French civizers. This conduct 
of the French prieft will not be thought 
aftonidhing in England, whofe bofoin the 
Vipers, whom it harboured when flying 
fioin the fcaffold, are now the toremolt tu 
fiing, and emulous of cach other in then 
prayers tor the Corfican deip t’s fucceis 
1) invading and detolating it. Ta'leyrand, 
having experienced the inftability of af. 
fairs of France, was about to return thi- 
ther, not only with a determimation or 
making hay whillt the tun thone, but 
aifo of having a fecure place to houte at 
in; and he therefore contratted with Ro. 
bert Morris, Esq. of Philadelphia, tor the 
urchate of a laige tract of lend, lying on 
the Bald Eagle Crcck, mm the State of Penne 
felvania at the price ef 74,0001, Herling.

of the Exccutrve Directory, that the hag 
of the Ke ubhe would tcat tre fig of

-s to France to obiain iome 
comprniation. On thew arnval at Pans, 
the envoys could find ne pion authorized 
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the French government to treat with them 
on the fubje& of their miflion; and all 
their applications to Talleyrand and other 
official perfons were fruitets. They were 
ftagce'ed at this unufual treatment, and 
at a lofs how to aét; when one of them 
received a vilit from a perfon, who ac- 
quainted him he did not come to commu- 
nicate with bim cfhicially, but he had au. 
thority to aflure him and his colleagues, 
that as a preliminary to their being treared 
wi h by the French Government, ‘al falioit 
de largent—beaucou, d'argent’? in plain 
Englifh—they muft pay down a rourd 
fum of money ! The envoys, who, fo 
far from being authorized to give, were 
fent to require a compeniation, were

mitted to their government, and defired 
mitructions how to aét in this uneemmon 
yoncture.

‘Two of them, who 
con'ulred the honor of their country, did 
fo ; the third, who was in the French in- 
tereft, semiined, but could do nothing 
without his colleagues, as the commil- 
fion was a jointone.

It was in the year 1778, that he per- 
formed the journey, of which an abridged 
account here follows. Though performed 
{o many years fince, it has hitherto x 
mained unknown to the public in Englan!, 
Nothing has, in the mean time, appeared 
among us, to anticipate the obiervations 
which it contains. We are, indeed, uv- 
fortunate, in confining to works in the 
French language, too exclufively, our ge- 
neral curiofity in regard to the intormation 
which is to be derived from the literature 
of the ccntinent. 

On the 7th of June, 1778, Mr. Pabri- 
cis, in company with profeflor Weber, 
beean his journey; and proceeded trom 
Copenhagen to Helfingnoer. The day 
was fine: the blefloms on the trees were 
beginning to give place to tiu.ts. Near 
Copenhagen was an encampment 0! bes 
tween thirteen and fourteen thouland men, 
infantry and cavalry: every thing around 
wore an air of gaiety and animation: and 
the traveilers conceived that they began 
their expedition under good aulpies.

It was on the 
roth of December 1798, about eight 
o'clock in the evening, that a very lumi- 
nous meteor was oblerved in the heavens 
by the inhabitants of Benares and the 
parts acjacent, in the form of a large ball 
of fire; that it was acccmpanied by a 
foud noife refembling thunder ; and that 
a number of ftones were {aid to have fallen 
from it near Krakhur, a village on the 
north fide of the river Goomty, about 
fourteen miles from the city of Benares. 
The metcor appeared in the weftern 
part of the hemifphere, and was but a 
fort time vifibie: it was obferved by fe- 
veral Europeans, as well as natives in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. In the neigh- 
bourhood of Juanpoor, about twelve miles 
from the {pot where the ftones are {aid to 
have fallen, it was very diftinGly obferved 
by teveral European gentlemen end ladies; 
who defribed it as a large hall of fire, 
accompanied with a loud rumbling noife, 
not unike an ill-difcharged platoon of 
muiketry. twas aif ften and the noife 
heard by various perfons at Benares. 
When an eccount cf the fall of the 
flonesreached Benares,Mr. Davis, the judge 
ot the difnect, tent an intelligent perton to 
make enquiry eon the fpot. As foon as 
he arrive! at the village ner which the 
flones were faid to have fallen, the na- 
tivcs to’d him, that they had either broken 
to pieces, or given away to the teffeldar, or 
native collector, and others, all that they 
hal picked up; but that he might eaf y 
find tome m the adjacent fields, where 
they would be readily difcovered, by ob.

Mr. Maclane, a gentleman who tefided 
Very near the village of Krakhut had ore 
af the ftones given to him by the wrth. 
man who wis on duty at his houle. This 
he {aid had fallen through the top of his 
hut, which was clofe by, and buried r. 
felf feveral inches in the floor, which was 
of confolidated earth. The fione mut, 
by his account, before it was biokea, 
have weighed upwards of two pounds. 
At the time the meteor appeared, the 
fkyv was perfectly ferene ; not the finaikctt 
veftice of a cloud had been feen fince the 
11th of the fame month, nor were any ob- 
ferved till many ¢ays after. And it » 
well known there are no volesnees on the 
continent of India; and no ttenes have 
been met with in the earth in that pait 
the world which bear the tmallelt rim 
blance to rhote above detcribed.*®

‘ The largeft of thefe ftones, when 
broken, ftill exhale a ftrong fulphurous 
odour from their interion parts. That of 
their furtace has vanithed, and the fmatleit 
exhale no fenfible odour, fo that the odour 
of the former ieems allo, from i's natures 
likely to be diflipated in the courte of 
time. 

« Thefe are fo many phyfical proofs, 
which attett that the meteoric flones of 
the neighbourhood of L’Argie are foreign 
to the places where they have been tound 5 
that they were conveyed thither exactly at 
the time of the explofion, and by a caule 
which has modified the principles they 
contain. 

‘If wenow confult the moral teftimo- 
nies, what do we find ? Twenty hamlets, 
difperfed in an extent of more than two 
leagues (quare, almoft ali the inhabitants 
of which declare themfelves to have been 
eye-witnefles of the meteor, attclt that a 
dreadful fhower of ftones was projected 
from it. Among the number, there are 
men, women, and children. They are 
fimple and unlettered peatants, labourers

“ Refides, traces which ftrongly atreft 
the tated thetcamatles, prever mentioned 
without terror, are fill fhown. ‘Phe tn- 
hibivants fay that they taw them deicend 
along the roots of the houles like hail, 
broak the branches of the trees, and re- 
bound after they fell on the pavement. 
They tay they faw the earth imoke around 
the lareett of them, and that they fil 
burnt after they were in their hands.

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MEMOIR Of the lote DR.JOSEPH TOWERS. 
VSieine TOWERS, LL.D. a learned 


divine among the Protettant Diflen- 
ters 3 but more generally and extentively 
known as a biographical writer, and the 
author ef feveral political, and cther va. 
luable works, was le rh in the pariih ot 
St. George, the Maityr, in the Borough 
of Southwark, on the 31{t day of March, 
3737, 0.9. 

His parents were perfons of great f- 
rioufnels, and Diilenters trom principle ; 
and although their flation in lite was 
humble, and their means cf fubiiitence, 
not confi erable, yet their minds were well 
ftored with ufctul knowledce, and their 
Virtues rerdered taem teipectable. 

The father dealt privcipally in feeond- 
hand books; he alto told pamy hiets, and 
cheap publications dehigned to inttruct and 
entertain young people. For thete, and 
the periodical works of his time, he was 
accuttomed to receive orders, and often to 
deliver them himielt atthe houtes of man 
of the inhabitants of the metropolis and the 
Villages adjacent ; whillt bis mother, as 
far as domeitic concerns would admit, 
attended to the buiinels at home. Thus, 
by habits of induitry and fobriety, they 
brought up a family ina decent and reli-

Thus was young Towers thrown into 
a department favourable to the cultivation 
of his talents and the natura! bent of his 
mind ; having liter ry works continually 
pifling through bis hands, his cunofity 
was excited, and his thirtt of knowle lee, 
though gratified in part, greatly increaled ; 
this enabled him, in the purtuit of it, to 
furmount all the ditadvantagcs he laboured 
under, trom the want of an able tutor, 
the regular GUCip. ine of a {tech cl, aad 
that flrmulus to exertion which in temi- 
nariks otf education emulation 1s well 
known treq renthy to produce.

unaemied purfuit. Horace became his 
favourite author among the ancients ; 
while of the modera Latin authors he was 
particularly attached to the creat Fra 
mus, whole writings contmbure | te the 
eftablidiment of the Reformation. Lon 
he‘ore he guitred Snerborne, he had made 
fome coniderable proficiency in t 
of the French, as enabled him tu reid 
without dilhculty ther melt admired 
authors, which he tranflited into Fnetlith 
with tacili V. By indefatioahle apy te 
tion he alfo iaid in fuch a ftore of moral, 
theological, and poliical knowledge, as 
mide him dittinguilhed as a literary cha- 
racter, in ths enlightened age ard coun. 
try. It appears trom a memorandum ot 
his own, that as cerly as the veir e762,

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duced in oppofition to the principal tenets 
of Calviniim ; in which our author had 
been early inftruéted by his parents, but 
which on examination he faw realon to 
renounce : and it proves, that, amidft his 
various puriuits,the facred writings had not 
efcaped his ferious atention ; that he was 
we!l-acquainted with the different tubjc &s 
of controveriy in the Chriftisn Church, 
and had even then acquired a peripicuous, 
correét, and forcible ftvle of compcfition. 

The merit of this performance brought 
him into notice, procured him the coun- 
tenance of feveral liberal and well-in- 
formed Diffeners, particularly among the 
Prefbytcrians, and probably laid the foun- 
dation of his afterwards afpwing toand at- 
taining the fituation of an acknowledged 
and regular public teacher in one of the 
churches of that denomination. 

In the following year, he left Sher- 
borne, with an eftablifhed charaéter tor 
uncommon fteadinefs, and the regard of 
many of its inhabitants, fonfe ot whom 
are ftill living, and {peak of him in terms 
of great refpeét. 

On his a:rival in London, where abili- 
ties have the beft chance of meeting with 
encouragement, he took up his freedom, 
and fixed his abode in Silver-ftreet, near 
Cheaplide ; thereshe continued tor rather 
more than two years, chiefly fupporting 
himfelf by working as a journeyman in the 
bufinefs to which he had been brought up. 
He fill found leifure, however, to pro- 
fecute his ttudies, and with increafing ar 
dour laboured to enlarge the boundaries 
of his knowledge. ° 

As cur author's views of Chriftianity 
were Lberal, fo alfo were his epiniors on 
political tubjeéts. He was through lite 
a ftrenuous and fteady detender of the 
conftitutional rights ot his countrymen ; 
and a hearty well-wither to the beit inte- 
retts of every individusl of his fpecies. 
He loved tredom, becaule he cenfidered 
it as that bleffing which can alone conter 
dignity on individuals and communities ; 
bur the liberty, for which he warmly con- 
tenced, was tuch only as is rational and 
well regulated ; founded upon  juttice, 
conilte: t with the rettraints receflary to 
general tecurity, dircéted by witdom, and 
leading to the happineiS and improvement 
of locity. 

At an early period of his life, he turn. 
ed bis thoughts to the ftudy of Erglith 
hitory and the Englith con‘titution; and 
that he had paid creat attention to thete 
lubjects, is evident ; for about the latter 
end of the year 1764, while the principal 
part of his time was neceilarily occupied 
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in his employment as a printer, he foond 
Opportunities tocompofe and Preparefor: 
preis, his fecond pamphlet, iNtitled « a. 
Enquiry into the Queftion, whether ly. 
ries are, or are not, Judges of the " 
as well as of Fact ; witha p2rticular Re. 
terence to the Cale of Libels.” This on 
quiry was occatiored by fome recent pro, 
fecutions at the fuit of the crown, whe 
in their final iflue, were attended w= 
circumitances eminently remarkable. T. 
quettion was lnportant 3; Men eminent ™ 
their legal knowledge, were divided re. 
{pecting it; and the directions of t 
judges, delivered to juries, had at és. 
rent periods been at variance. Our a». 
thor took the constitutional and atfinn:. 
tive fide, and fupported his o, inion with 
ability and {pirit. Some years afterwards 
when this queftion was again agiated, 
he wrote mire fully and learnedly on the 
rights and duty of juries, as will be noticed 
hereafter. 

In 176s, his late mater, Mr. Rober 
Goacby, formed the defign of bringirs 
outa feries of volumes on Britih bo- 
graphy, and turned his thoughts to cur 
author, asa perion well qualified to be 
employed in the work. He accorting,y 
communicated his intentions, and Mr. 
Towers readily engaged in the undertak- 
ing ; indeed, no fervice could be mor 
fuited to his talents and inclinatiors, 3 « 
afforded him au opportunity of binging 
forward to more general notice, and dois 
juftice to the chara&ters of many iluttr 
ous men, whofe literary labours and p»- 
litical exertions, at critical fealons, ¥en 
highly iionocurable and ufeful to the com: 
munity ; who!e memory he held im vere 
ration; and whote principles he — 
to fee fpread and become popwar: Whe’ 
on the other hand, he was eager to m"s 
with fevere reprehenfion the conduct « 
fich as, from motives of ambition of it~ 
fifmnets, had facrificed their wntegritys - 
protticuted the r talents, to enflave yy 
prefs the people. Accordingly, an om 
the year 1766, he produced two etn, 
volumes, the title of which at Jags “a 
be found inthe note.* This work's ed 
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ereduced with a well-written preface, and 
amarly dedication to the late Earl Cam- 
den; who then prefited in one of the 
courts of _Weltminiter-hall, and was a very 
poplar haracter. 

Che firtt volume contains twenty-one 
lives, beginning with Wickliff, and ending 
wth Alexander Barclay, a prieft, who 
det on the fixteenth century. The te- 
cond ¢ nfilts of evghteen lives, commen- 
+ with that of Cardinal Wolfey, and 
ing with the life of Lady Jane Grey. 
me fhert accounts are given in the notes 
of many remarkable perfons, who are 
oceafionally mentioned in the body of the 
work. This performance was pvefented 
hy our author to the roble lord to whom 
the dedication is addrefled ; who return. 
ed a pobte anfwer m writing, but which 
has not been preferved. In the years 
1767 and 1768, two more volumes were 
publithed, and the work was afterwards 
continued, and an additional volume 
written by Mr. Towers appeared in each 
of the years 1769, 1770, and 1772 3 which 
cone'uded the work as far as he was con- 
cerned ; buta refpectable clergyman, now 
reliding in the Weft of England, after- 
wards added three more volumes which 
has rendered it complete. To furniih 
the re quitite information, on various points, 
which tor want of thorongh inveftigation 
feemed not to have been fufficiently elu- 
edaved, Mr. Goadby was at the expence 
ct purchafing fome fcarce and valuable 
books; and much advantage in the pro- 
gress of the urdertaking was undoubt- 
clly derived from the intpetion of many

Not long atrerths event she opened q theop 
as a bookieller in Fore-ttreet, near Cripple- 
gate ;* it is not probable, however, that 
he derived much pecuniary benefit trom 
this undertaking, tor though he was well. 
qualified to judge of works intended for 
publication, and certainly was not defi- 
cient in the Knowledge requuite for thar 
butinefs, yet the writing and reading of 
books, and literary leifure, were move 
fuited to his taite and inclinations, than 
the buftle of trathc, and the exertions 
and attentions which this fituation § re- 
quired. He, however, continued in this 
bufinefs for about nine years, though it 
was conducted on a tcale rather narrow, 
and we believe without any cc ninierable 
efforts to enlarge it; during this period 
he produced all his volumes of Brogra- 
phy, tublequent to the two firit; and 
many other works. 

The year 1769, was ditinguifhed by 
great public commotions; fome of the 
mealures of the exccutwe government 
had fpread a wite alarm ; political dil- 
quilitions were numerous, and parties ran 
extremely high ;—-at fuch a teaion, Mr. 
Towers could not remain inactive: ac- 
cordingly in this year he produced a

Addretles, and Military Execution, ina

This was fcllowed fome time atterwards 
by a ** Letter, (trom the auth r) to the 
Reverend Me. Jonn We'tley,”* in aniwee 
to his pamphlet entitle, ** Free Phoughts 
on the Preient State of Public Atfiirs.” 
Both of thee publications, which caine 
out anonymoully, diicover amend accul- 
tomed to inveltization, and poilefled of 
much acuteneis; as wel as the writer's 
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ter of Meilrs Samuei and Robert Goaddy had 
refided, and foly the publications of ‘tr. R. 
Goadby, of Sherborme, with whom he had 
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firong attachment to toofe principles of 
Engith liberty, which calicd in the Prince 
of Orange, and placed the prefent iluf- 
tiious family on the throne; but the oc- 
cafon of their appearance bemg tem- 
porary, any further notice of theie pam- 
phiets isnow become um eceflary.

A Gentleman at Peterfburgh has in. 
vented an inftrument for taking the Lon- 
gitude and Latitude with more tacility 
and precifion than has hitherto been ar- 
tained. 

The late eclipfe of the Sun was obferved 
at Tangiers by Ati Berk Appatian,a 
young Moor, with one of Dollond’s tele- 
fcopes; from whom we learn, that the 
fun appeared eclipfed above a hill which 
interected the horizon at 27h. 24m. 13f. 
A large (pot, which was fituated near the 
fuin’s centre, emerged from the fhadow at 
rSh. 28m. 25f.; and the end of the ecliple 
(the exterior contact) 19h. 14m. 15f. The 
part eclipfed feemed to be about 8 digits, 
He propofes to detciminey from thefe ob- 
fervations, the longitude and latitude, of 
which, as yet, he has only an approxima. 
tion. M. De Lalande, who obferved the 
eclipfe at Paris, has deduced from it, that 
the difference of meridian between that 
city and Tangiers is ‘33m. 12f. in time, 
which is only 32 feconds more than it was 
fuppofed to be before. 

M. Rurrer, of Jena, has made a num- 
ber of experiments with a view of com- 
paring the electricity of Volta’s Pile with 
that of electrical machines. In thefe he 
confiders fucceilively the intenfity of elec- 
tricity, chemical action, fpark, and thock, 
in the pile. It appears, 

That the electricity is pofitive at one of the 
poles of the pile, and negative at the other ; 
that it diminithes between thefe extremes, lv 
as to be nothing in the middle of the pi'c- 
The aétion of the pofitive pole difp ofes metals 
to combine with oxygen, and that of the ne- 
gative pole difpofes them to compine with 
hydrogen. If the pofitive pole be armed with 
a wold leaf, and the negative with a bit o 
charcoal, on forming a communication ¥° 
tween the two fubltances, the gold leat bur 
with a brilliant light, and the chaicoa!

All the effeéts of the pile on the animal 
boly are reducible to expanfions and con- 
racions. The feveral parts of the human 

, affume an increafed bulk on the conta&

sion of the pofitive pole on the tongue pro- 
doces in a few minutes a flight elevation, 
whereas the negative pole occafions a little 
-orefion. If a perfon touch the two poles 
with the hands wetted, the intenfity of the 
pulie is increafed in the hand in contaé& with 
the politive pole, while its ftrength is dimi- 
nuhed im the other, but the number of pul- 
fations continues the fame in each. The ex- 
panfion thus produced in the organs is at- 
tended with a fenfation of heat, the contrac. 
tion with a fenfe of cold. If the eye be made 
to communicate with the pofitive pole, it fees 
objets red, larger, and more diftinct; in 
contact with the negative pole, it fees them 
blue, fmaller, and more confufed. The tongue 
receives from the pofitive pole an acid taite, 
trom the negative an alkaline. The ear being 
ncontact with the former, all founds feem 
more grave 3 with the latter, more acute. In 
general the two poles produce oppofite ef- 
fects. 

The Rev. Mr. MARECHAUX, at Wefel, 
has invented an Ele&trogafometer, for mea. 
luring the various degrees of electricity in 
the atmofphere ; from the ufe of which he 
has cw 8 deduced the following faéts : 
1. The rife and fall of eleétricity in the 
atmoiphere, has no conne&tion whatever 
with the operations of the thermometer. 
2. The ele€tric matter attains, in the at- 
mofphere, a maximum of activity which 
it lkems not to exceed: when thunder- 
forms are forming in the air, the degree 
of its activity is not increafed. 43. This 
maximum of aftivity is the moment when 
rain or fogs are forming, the tky being 
clear and ferene. While the procefs where. 
by fogs are formed is going on, the 
eleCtrogafometer falls on a fudden, for in- 
Rance, from 29° to 3° or even 2°. 

The French Government having caufed 
amale elephant to be purchafed, to re- 
piace the one that died in the Jardin des 
Flantes fome months ago, the fame had 
aready arrived in Paris for fome time, 
and was kept in the inclofure of the Capu- 
chins. At length it was thought proper 
to prefent him to the female, whofe tiate 
oi widowhood he is deftined to confole. 
When fief placed in the prefence of each 
other, it was judged, that, according to 
te perfection of infting&t in thefe animals, 
eipeciaiy of that organ which in it/elt 
Gomprenends two diftingt fenles, they 
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would have perceived and called, as it 
were, to each other, at a diitance. But 
one who was an evye-witnels of the fact, 
oblerves, that they exther did not perceive 
each other at all, or, if they did, it was 
only to retire from cach other, The dif- 
tance they were at was but finall, one 
being in an open ftable, and the other 
clote by, in the plice where the public 
fees them. But for more than half an 
hour, it feemed impoflible, by carefles, by 
gilts, or by blows, to engage them to ape 
proach each other. This reuitance conti« 
nuing fo long, recourfe was, at length, 
had to a rope, by which the new elephant 
that was in the ftable was made to go out, 
to draw him near the female. At the moe 
ment when thefe two animals perceived 
each other, their firft movement was to 
fly from each other. Some uleels attempts 
were made to bring them together ; and 
when the female advanced a tew paces to 
meet her new comrade, the latrer replied 
by blowing with his trunk, with a move- 
ment fo much bordering upon the ill-hue 
moured, that it was matter of fome turprife 
to fee the female, that heavy, thapelefs 
mals, fly at the other extrem'ty. The 
relater of this fact fays, that his imagina- 
tion was as much ftruck with it, as if he 
had ieen a mountain run. He informs us, 
that he then abandoned the place; but, 
according to an hiftory of the interview of 
the two elephants, related in the Gazette 
de France the next day, in the iffue, the 
new comer teftified a fentidle joy in ob- 
ferving the companion that was deftined 
for him. 

In the Journal de Paris it is afferted 
that the large machinery for coining, at 
Soho near Birmingham, was invented by 
J. P. Droz, a celebrated French me- 
chanician, who in 17387 told his invention 
to Mr Boulton.

Nothing but very 
powertul aid trom England, er a fpeedy 
and terrible overthrow of the French, in 
an attempt to invade this country, can 
fave the Portuguele from the fate which 
thus threatens them.

His father was for more than 
forty years fteward to Sir Jofeph and Sir John 
Danvers, and by his ability and integrity me- 
sited and enjoved the confidence of thofe gen- 
tlemen, and the refpeét of as! with whom he 
was connected, Mr. Prior was, at a very 
early age, fent to the, endowed tcheol, at 
Woodhouse, near Swithland, where his pro- 
ficiency in learning, and his premature foli- 
ity of underftanding and conduct were fo re- 
merkalle, that wpon the death of the matter, 
sithouzh he was then only fifteen years old, 
he was, by the truitees, appointed to fucceed 
him. In converfation with his friends, he 
would fumetimes mention with plesfantry, 
the miftakes which for the firft few years of 
his acting in this capacty, were often mate 
by perfons who came tothe fchool and quet- 
tioned him, as one of the pupils, concerning 
the matter; the elevated feat upon which he 
placed himfelf during the hours of bufinefs, 
and the other methods which he mae ule of 
to appear important. The inconvenences 
however which were fuftained by his tnima- 
turity of age, were of mo long duration, and 
being compenfated by a maturity of intellect 
and an unremitted artention to the improve- 
ment of his pupils, The fchool was never in 
amore fourithing ftate than when under his 
direftion. In this fituation he cont'nued 
Many years, availing himfelf of every oppor- 
tunity of increafing his knowledge with 
which books and the converfation of the lite- 
tary perfons in his neighbourhood could fur- 
aith him, and devoting his leifure hours to 
mufic. With the afliftance which he was 
able cafually 'o obtain, he became ina few 
years mafter of the theory of mufic, and at. 
tained to great excellence as a performer. 
Among thie literary charaGters with whom 
he affuciated at this period, the prefent bithop 
ef Worcefter, at that time the learned and 
refined Mr. Hurd, re€tor of ‘Thurcafton, 
bear Swithiand, honoured him with peculiar 
marks of his attention, and when he was of 
proper age, figned his teftimonials for orders. 
Ang his triendthip woth this dikinguithed Pre- 
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late continued till his death. The duties of 
his fchool being incomprtable with a Rated 
retidence at college, although he entered hime 
felt at Emanuel college, Cambridge, he only 
attended the terms neceilary tor devrees due 
ting his vacations, He was for about feven 
years Curate of Woodhoufe and Quorndon, 
and defervedly admired as 2 judicious and in- 
tercfting preacher, and beloved as a faithful 
and aticAionate paftor. In che year 1762, Mr, 
Prior was, by the recommendation of fome 
gentiemen who were acquainted with his me- 
rit, without any (olicitation on his part, ap- 
pointed by the late Earl of Huntingcon, maf- 
ter of the grammar fchool, a Athoy. The 
income arifrng from eftotes be longing to the 
fchool was only 6 1. a year, althoach at the 
expiration of the leafrs, a little before his 
death, the tenants offered him é6col. a year 
for their renewal, In the vear 196%, he 
married Milfs Cox, of Quorndun, with whem 
he lived in the fu!! enjoyment of all the blef- 
fings of domettic life tor nine years. On the

his children, and potletled of fo many intere 
nal fources of enjoyment, he in time reco- 
vered his wonted tranquillity, and thewed thae 
he could both fuffer and aét as a ChriftiarT 
Mr. Prior for fome time before his death 
was afli@ted, as he apprehended, with the 
ftone in a flight degree, which rendered him 
incapable of his ufual exercife of riding. la 
the year #300, his friends were apprebenive 
of a flight poralytic feizure, after which he 
himfelf complained of a partial lofs of his me- 
mory; and from this period although his 
mind was capable of confidertble exertions, 
vet his bodily terength gradually declined. 
Sy anxiews, however, was he to fulnl his duty 
thet he taughe fchool till within eight days 
of his death. He fpoke of his diffolution 
with perfect calmnefs, and died, as he had 
lived, with the cheerfulnefs of the Chrittian, 
thaakful. for the blefings whi.k he had,en- 
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coved here, and expreifing his fitm belief of 
a juture ffte of immortal felicitv. Mr. Pri- 
or wa) not only an accurate and clegant ciaf- 
fical {ehular and a found mathematician, Put 
® perion of refined tatte and extenfive erudi- 
tion. Alter he was fixey years of age he ac- 
euired fuch a knowledge of Hebrew as to be 
able to read a chapter of the old teftament in 
the original, with tolerabie facility. Pof- 
fefles uf great intelleétua] energy, and acedl- 
tomed to eter- 
cife, he difcowere! the fources of knowledge 
for himfelf, and drank of them with peculiar 
avidity. Theological controverly by no :neans 
fuited his tate. With a ttrong fenfe of reli- 
vion on his mind, he liked to confider it, not 
to much a matter of fpeculation as a orincinle 
of practice. His atrention was directed leis 
to thofe poifits on whichChriftians differ than 
to th they agreed. ‘lo- 
the clofe of life, however, fiom the 
chearful views which he took of the divine 
adminitration and from Kis own benevolence 
oer, he was fond of reading works in 
favour of the doétrine of univerfal reftitucion. 
If he was an enemy to fuperitition and en 

thufiafm, he was fiill more fo to every fpe- 
cies of perfecution. With an unteviating 
atieftion for the eitablithed church, he was 
candid to all, a friend to freedom of enquiry, 


keep his faculties always in 
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and telc his mindin fympathy with every pi- 

With refpeR to 
polinic sl opini ns, Mr. Prior was a whig, of 
the old ichool, to the principles of which 
“many of the feber minded of the new (chool 
feem to be returning. His loyalty could not 
be exceeded. He was warmiy attached tothe 
conititusion of bis country, and not lefs fo 
for wifhing tiiat its health and vigour may 
never be imovired. With a high ftandard of 
intcilieétual and morsl excellence ever before 
hiscyes, he faw ciearly his own defeés, but 
feemed totpink they did not attach to the 
character of his friends ; and while he pto- 
bably thought of them more highly than he 
ought to think, he entertained tuo low an 
opinion of his own attuinments. Humility 
was the charateriflic feature of his mind, 
and with abilities of the highett order, both 
natural and acquired, he was, perhaps, of 
all men the leait obtrufive Mr. Prior pub- 
lithed a map of Leiceerthire, from aétual 
furvey, begun in 1777 and finshed in 1779, 
for which he received a premium from the 
Jociety for the encouragement of arts. He 
hikewile pubiithed, On areduced icale, a hurt- 
ing map of th He was allothe 
author of anappencix tu the F ton Latin gram- 
goar, printed fur Hamiiton and co. without 
his name; a work ot great merit.

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The quantity of rain fallen fince the lait report is equal to §,536 inches in depth. 

We have, at Jength, had another rainy month, which, after the long drought, has been oi 
great confequence to the interefts of agriculture, and inland navigation; fcarcely a canal in 
the kingdom that has not fuffered very materially for want of water, and the bulinefi of 
many have been totally ftopped ; of courfe, in GlouceiterMfiure, and many other of the inlasd 
parts of the kingdom, the price of coals, and other commodities depending on water-carriggt, 
has been doubled. Onthe 25th and 20th the barometer was jn arifing flate ; the ducceed- 
ing four days it fell gradually, but very lowly; but the wind continuing north-eaft, rain was 
rot to be expected ; and in the evening of the zoth, the mercury rofe, and continued flation- 
ary, but high, (30,24) till the morning of the ath inftant, when the wind getting towarcs 
the fouth, it fell within great rapidity, and with ita deal of heavy rain. For the whole month, 
the average height ofthe barometer is 29,535 which is low r than it hae been for any monin 
ince January. The average height of the thermometer is 46° 4s/ 

On Sunday the r3ch, between eight andnine in the evening, wos fren, net only in the me- 
tropalis and its neighourhoood, but in a great many and dittant parts of che kingdom, a very 
extraord'nary meteor. From an almoit total darkneds, in an initant the whole hemilphere 
became light as day. itcame fromthe north-ea@, and peficd wich great rapidity to the 0)- 
poite point of the horizon. ‘Thofe who were well fituated for the purpeie of oblervation, ce 
icribe it as having been vifible for the {pace of two minutes. No two perfons, however, 
feem to agree in their defcription of the apparent fize or fhape of the luminous body. bers 
time for obfervation being fophort, and its fudden and unexpeéted appearance, which, in mot 
cafes, feems to have excited emotions of terror, allowed no {pace tor forming thole accurate 
conceptions of its magnitude and diftance, the knowledge of which would have deen exceed. 
tngly interetting to thofe who are engaged in meteorological inguiries. . 

Between three and four o'clock in the afternoon of the 22d, was witneffed one of the mor 
tremenduous ftorms of rain and hail, accompanied with loud and repeated peals of thunes! 
and lightning, that was ever known at this feafon a
